The shady porches 
of the tavern or the spreading tree on 
which hung the creaking sign were 
the chosen gathering places of the 
village gossips as they came to talk 
over the weather, the crops, the re­ 
cent or prospective visit of the candi­ 
date for some office, or the latest bate 1 
of 
news 
from 
the outside world, 
brought in by the latest stage. 
Here 
was the village junta which met in 
daily session and passed in review 
the lives and character of their neigh­ 
bors 
On the important day when the 
news letter or the weekly paper from 
the distant capital came the assembly 
was always on the eager watch 
The 
precious sheet with its little batch o’ 
information as to the doiugs of the 
world would be spread out carefully 
across the knees of the best reader Ii) 
the company and the rest would gather 
closely and attentively about while 
he would read aloud, thus making on** 
paper do the work now allotted to a 
score or half a b .mired dailies. 
As the frosts of early winter caused 
the leaves lo shrivel and fall the vil­ 
lage cabal adjourned to the tavern 
taproom*., where to the accompani­ 
ment of foaming flagons of beer. als 
and flip, and by a roaring hickory fire, 
with jest and song, the afternoons ani 
evenings were passed away, it would 
be ex der. possibly, to say what w .is 


not talked about than to tell the sub­ 
jects of the homely gossip. 
Th® tavern with its old-fashioned 
life has gone with the stage, and the 
weekly news letter, and the flip, and 
the hickory fire, and with tin m have 
mouldered away the hearty old tavern 
gossips, but all have left a fragrant 
memory.

FORBES’ HARDEST FIGHT. 


While Very III He Makes Trip Homo 
on Rough Litter.

The successful campaign of 1758 
which forever ended French (lamina' 
Hon on the Ohio was In command of 
General Forbes, a brave and compe­ 
tent officer. 
When he set out from 
Philadelphia he was sick with a com­ 
plication of disorders such as would 
have caused any ordinary man to 
stay quietly at home in bed. But the 
sturdy will of General Forbes knew 
not how to give up even to disease 
Itself, so he plodded along through 
the increasing cold and storms of au­ 
tumn, till at last, in spite of all ob­ 
stacles. he found himself in posses­ 
sion of the French position. 
So ill 
was he at the time that within two 
days after arriving at the ruins of 
Fort Duquesne he could scarcely sum­ 
mon strength enough to pen a letter. 
At the end of that time he managed 
to write briefly to General Amherst, 
adding: 
“I shall leave this place as soon as 
I am able to stand, but God knows 
when I shall reach Philadelphia, if I 
ever do.” 
The brave old soldier was destined 
to reach that city, but it was only 
after a hard trip, He was not able tv 
wait till he could stand, but began the 
rough trip in a litter carried by some 
of hts troopers. Thus he traveled the 
whole long journey. 
Each day men 
were sent ahead, who erected a small 
hut with a stove chimney and fire­ 
place and gathered wood for his com­ 
fo rt 
For many years afterwards this 
line of historic huts stood mouldering 
along th ' old Forbes road clear from 
Pittsburg to Philadelphia, melancholy 
reminders of the sad return of tho 
invalid geaeral. 
On one occasion, on Dec. 28. Major 
llalket wrote from a place on the line 
pf march called Tomahawk camp: 
‘How great w*as our disappointment, 
on coining to this ground last night, 
to find that the chimney was unlaid, 
no fire made, nor any wood cut that 
would burn. This distressed the gen­ 
eral to the greatest degree by oblig­ 
ing him after his long journey to sit 
above two hours without any fire. ex.

Up to the Present She Has Expended 
$1,500, OOO in Paving County 
Highways. 
Cleveland, 
M arch 
4.—Cuyahoga 
county has 94 m iles of paved country 
road, or will have by the first of next 
year. 
It is not know n exactly how 
many 
miles of country roads there are in 
Cuyahoga county outside of Cleveland 
but a conservative e stim ate places tho 
num ber at about 1,000. 
Ninety-four m iles of improved road 
seem s very little as com pared 
with 
the grand total mileage, but this is 
not the right, light in which to look 
at 
the situation and m ak e compari­ 
sons. 
T he best m ethod is to compare 
the miles of improved road 
in 
the 
county with those of o th er counties in 
the state, and aside from this consider 
the enorm ous expense involved. 
Up to 
th e present tim e Cuyahoga 
county has expended about $1,500,000 
for good roads. 
T his county stands at 
the head of this list in this state for 
good roads, and y e t there is no end of 
complaint. 
The good roads sentim ent 
has been brew ing for 20 years, hut it. 
was not 
until 
within the last five 
years that im p o rta n t steps were taken. 
To obtain a paved road the property 
owners petition th e county 
commis­ 
sioners for it. 
If granted the work is 
done by the county. 
The county pays 
the m ajor part of the expenses, some 
tim es as high as 90 per cent. 
The re­ 
m ainder falls upon tho abutting prop­ 
erty owners. 
Good roads never 
re­ 
ceived so much atten tio n 
from 
Hie 
sta te legislature as at the present ses­ 
sion, and a law will doubtless be en­ 
acted covering th e whole state, and 
the task of improving will be lighter

Renegade W h ites Exceeded the 
Savages In B estial Cruelty,

diana I s proverbial, ho much ho tbut 
they earned the nam e of 
uh u 
distinguishing title in all literature re 
luting to them, Hut early colonial Lib 
tory contains the ntory of many white 
men who, in allowing the savage na­ 
tu re to get the upperm ost in their liven, 
outdid any red Indian Who ever lived 
in the way of pure deviltry. 
A tale of 
su» Ii degradation In found in connec­ 
tion W ith the life or David Owens, who 
lived a century and a half ago on the 
Ohio frontier and wan called “the whit" 
savage.” In the days of the bitter quar­ 
rel for possession of the Ohio valley 
O wens w as u corporal In the company 
of one Captain McClean in th*- lard er 
service, 
lie seems to have been a 
reckless daredevil of a fellow, riot 
possessing any great degree of solid 
w orth. 
For anything to tile contrary, 
he may have been a brave man, but 
he w as undoubtedly an unscrupulous 
fellow. 
It Is recorded of him th at he 
esteem ed his m ilitary vows very light­ 
ly and th at on several occasions he de­ 
serted hts command. 
In those ruder days aloug the border 
m ilitary service w as rendered In a free 
und easy m anner which would dash 
the spirits of a disciplinarian, so th at 
the e s c a p a d e s of (Jwens did not result 
In his being shot or even severely pun­ 
ished. When he saw lit to lo onier the 
service he carne anti dill so, and Ilia 
help was gladly accepted. Ills eerie* 
of desertions at length culm inated in 
one In which lie went over to tho em ­ 
my completely, turning renegade aud 
Joining the Shawano tribe of Indians. 
By them he was welcomed w ith tho 
la met open heurtedness with which they 
received bo many degenerate whites, 
aud he Is-came a mem ber of tho tribe. 
Iu due course of tim e be took to wife u 
woman of tin* tribe, who bore to bim 
several children aud appears to have 


b e e n honestly devutt-d to him. 
A fter spending several years In this 
sort of life, Owens tired of It, aud 
gradually there arose in Ills heart a 
desire to go back to bls old haunts and 
his former white m an's life. 
Hut ho 


seem-, to nave feared to jeturn after 
so renegade a course as la- had par 
sued. How to do som ething which 
would be likely to open the door f-*r 
Ills reception was the question. 
In 
seeking for a solution of Ids trouble 
he hit on a plan which for simon pure 
devilishness no Indian ever exceeded 
til Hic world. Soon a fter Ie- resolved to 
m ake his escape lie w as out camping 
in the forest w ith four warriors, u 
boy. his wife and tw o children and an­ 
other squaw, iu the dead of night he 
arose while all w ere asleep, removed 
their weapons and w ith two rules sh I 
tw o Of the warrior* dead. Tile other 
tw o leaped aw ay into th*- darkness iii 
terror. 
The 
women 
and 
children 
•prang up shrieking and cried for 
m e r c y , but the brutal savage, as deep 
sunk in villainy as the wickedest In ­ 
dian, deliberately killed them all, help 
less though they were, his own faith­ 
ful wife and his two children with the 
rest. Then lie waited In silence iii! the 
rising sun plainly revealed the dread­ 
ful scene of murder. 
H e scalped live of his victims. Home 
kind of remorse or pity or a feeling of 
some better kind took hold of him, for 
he did not scalp his two children. Hear­ 
ing his five hideous scalp*, this despica­ 
ble villain appeared a t one of the far 
out English posts. 
There his penance 
and bis offering were accepted, and Ids 
form er misdeeds w ere ii Unwed lo re­ 
m ain covered up, tor men wit** at that 
time in great demand along the fruit 
tier. 
Owens’ accurate knowledge of 
the Indian country and language made 
him a very valuable addition to the 
w hite forces, so ic* was a t once engaged 
to go with an early expedition of Im­ 
portance to act as Interpreter, Nothing 
further is definitely know n of Ids ca 
leer, though the reader will doubtless 
be ready to agree w ith the w riter th at 
of such a career there had already 
been far too much. 
It is a pity thut 
such a man as Owens could not have 
been severely punished, as be so richly 
disserved to be, hut those were rough 
days on the bonier, aud even handed 
Justice and regard for law had uot yet 
b«*cii so well learned as they now arc. 
The story of Owens is truly a ease of 
white renegade savagery putting to the 
Mush the rascality of the red man.

th** Indians mid made him ail the more 
l i k e ii humid i*n their truck. 
In the florins of 1770 ii bund of h*»v**»* 
»ti»Mii*-s carne co IMI the Allegheny riv­ 
er aud crossed over Into the Big Se­ 
wickley creek portion of W estmoreland 
comity. There, near Ferry's fulll, they 
killed a woman and four children und 
carried away two children and much 
plunder. 
Colonel Brodhead Kent out 
two parties of scouts to punish tile 
m arauders. 
Brady, eager for Indian 
blood, was In command of on** of these 
parties. 
By th** use of his knowledge 
of Indian habits he set off with his 
score of rangers up the Allegheny river 
to head them off. 
Carefull} watching 
the river hanks, Ii*- found th*- canoes 
hidden at the mouth of a largo creek 
Bottle distance above tin* mouth of the 
Kiskim inetas liver. 
This was likely 
either tho Big Mahoning creek or the 
lied Bank creek. It is now a little dif­ 
ficult to determ ine which. 
A fter some 
searching th*- Indians and their cap­ 
tives were discovered in camp not far 
from the creek. 
They were cooking 
their supper w hen they were found. 
T he scouts were not seen, and so they 
hid In the wood. 
A fter dark Brady and a young In ­ 
dian named Nurrowland crept carefully 
up und spied <>y the evening's camp. 
C raw ling flat on their bellies, they got 
very dose to tile foe*. 
W hite they were. 
the re one of the hostiles awoke and 
stepped out for some purpose within 
t AO yards of where B rady lay. 
But 
the scouts wert* not discovered, and tho 
camp slept on. 
Barly in the morning 
th*- attack was made. 
A t the first tire 
the * hi* f fell by B rady's own hand aud 
w as immediately Bculped by Brady. 
The story bus long been told in some 
quarters that this w as Bald Bagle, tho 
very Indian who had scalped B rady’s 
brother nearly a year before, but this 


actly Kimllar fate u t about tin* same 
place. 
Home other men who were too 
Jut** to em bark w ith them set out to 
follow th** lake Shore, and as they wert- 
w alking along th** bluff saw th** bat­ 
tered wreck of the boat benting about 
lielow them, w ith one of the men d in g ­ 
ing to It. A storm had capsized it, and. 
as this man could not swim , he clung to 
the wreck and drift***! ashore. The oth­ 
ers started to swim, but w ere all drown­ 
ed. Tho rescuing party left erne of their 
number, a son of the Imperiled man, 
to keep him company in Ids loneliness 
and hastened back for help. 
It was 
nighttim e when they returned and by 
m eans of ropes w ith much difficulty 
hauled the Butterer iii* tho precipice 
This was no light tusk, f o r the height 
of the rocks w as sixty feet sud th* 
man weighed 220 pounds. 
'Hie Incidents connected w ith the oth­ 
ers of th** eleven cases of drowning In 
those first years at Cleveland were 
more or less dram atic In their nature, 
but they all served to teach th** early 
settlers about the Cuyahoga that there 
was just near to them a foe a-^ danger­ 
ous und as relentless as th** red In ­ 
dians of the forest and th at he would 
not fall to claim Ids victims in return 
for the Invasion of hN *<*11 tilde, 
a I .

The settlement ut Cleveland, (J., was 
rnude in 171H1 when General Moses 
{'low land's 
surveying 
party 
found 
their w ay. along tin* south abort* ut 
Luke Brie and came to u halt at the 
mouth of Cuyahoga riser. They w en 
surrounded by wUtlerness forest, and 
the reg iou was yet th** home of Indians 
who might prove treacherous, but the 
lives of tiles** aet tiers wen* not the most 
endangered by land. 
Ju st In front of 
them lay Htoruiy aud cruel Luke Brie, 
u b**d.\ of w ater w ith which th** pi*>- 
neera were but little able to contend In 
th** fruil craft which they were able 
w ith their limited facilities to con­ 
struct. 
In th** first dozen years after 
tho original settlem ent eighteen deaths 
occurred In th** Infant colony, aud of 
these eleven worn by drowning. 
1 1n* incidents connected with some of 
th**ki* tragedies an* thrilling In the ex ­ 
treme. 
Barly iu the period mentioned 
a sad fate overtook a family Just ma 
their way to tin* Cleveland settlement. 
A man named lim iter, with his wife 
und child; a negro named Ben and a 
negro boy wen* making their way along 
tilt* lake toward the (airt of their holies 
when a sharp squall of wind arose and 
blew them on the shore. 
At the place 
of the accident the shore is composed 
of precipitous and rugged rocks, ou 
Which their Unit was dudied to pieces 
and they were severely braised.

filet*auntly by tho heavy breakers. The 
next day the storm grew in fury and 
still kept them prisoners.

Brodhead sent out 
two parties of scouts to punish tin 
m arauders. 
Brady, eager for Indian 
blood, was in cora m aud of one of these 
parties. 
By (Ii** use of his knowledge 
of Indian habits he set off with his 
■core of rangers up the Allegheny river 
to head them off. 
Carefully watching 
tho river hunks, Ii** found the canoes 
hidden at tlie m outh of a large creek 
Home distance above tin* mouth of the 
.Kiskiminetas river. 
Til in was likely 
tith e r Iii** Big .Mahoning creek or the 
Red Bank creek. It is now- a little dif­ 
ficult to determ ine which. 
After some 
searching tin* Indians ami their cap­ 
tives were discovered in carap not far 
from the creek.

indian raiders w ere all killed or driven 
aw ay, and til** tw o children and ail the 
stolen property w ere recovered.

of the redskins w ere w ounded and 
were traced sumo distance, but could 
not be found. 
A short time a fte r this fight Brady 
found a Hock of crows eating th e de­ 
caying body of an Indian in a thick 
woods not fur aw ay, aud he supposed 
the body to be th a t of one of these 
wounded Indians. 
A fter the victory 
tile scouts returned to F ort Bitt aud 
delivered the children and the goods. 
It is said Blat the destruction of this 
baud w as of such wholesome effect th at 
there was uo fu rth er trouble along th at 
section of the border that season.

The settlement a t Cleveland, O., w as 
m ade in 1700 w hen General Moses 
Cleveland's

surrounded by wilderness forest, and 
the region w as yet the home of Indians 
who m ight prove treacherous, but the 
lives of these settlers were not the most 
endangered by land. 
J u s t iii front of 
them lay storm y am i cruel I.ake Erie, 
a body of w a te r w ith which the pio­ 
neers w ere but little able to contend In 
the frail c ra ft w h ich they were able 
with their limited facilities to con­ 
struct. 
in the first dozen years after 
the original settlem ent eighteen deaths 
occurred in tho Infant colony, anil of 
these eleven w ere by drowning. 
rl he incidents connected w ith some of 
those tr ag*d ie s are thrilling in the e x ­ 
treme. 
E arly in tile period mentioned 
a sail fate overtook a family ju st on 
their way to the Cleveland settlement. 
A m an named H unter, w ith his wife 
aud child; a negro nam ed Ben and a 
negro boy w ere m aking their w ay along 
Bi** luke tow ard the port of their holies I 
when a sh a rp st pin 11 of wind arose and 
blew them on the shore. 
A t the place 
of the accident Hie shore is compost'd 
of precipitous aud rugged rocks, on 
w hich their boat w as dashed to pieces 
und they wen* severely bruised. 
The 
party clambered as fa r up the rocks as 
they could and there clung frantically 
to some frail bushes, thundered upon 
incessantly by the heavy breakers. Tile 
next day the storm grew in fury anil 
still kept them prisoners. T h a t day the 
two children perished from the expo­ 
sure. The next day thoro was no release, 
and Mrs. H u n te r died. 
T he following 
day Mr. H u n ter gave lip the struggle 
and fell from his poor refuge. 
The day 
after tIiis the storm subsided, and the 
negro lien w as sighted and rescued by 
some French traders on their w ay to 
Detroit.

lag of J a p a n In a w ord, th e ir liberal 
lty is d u e to th eir lu n ate quickness In 
th e d irectio n of m ental Initiative. 
It Avas th e C liino-Japnnese w a r of 
1804-115 th a t first aroused th e civilized 
w orld to a lively Interest iu th e doings 
of the L and of th e R ising Bun. N early 
everybody predicted w h en th e w a r be

Their strength, as may be Imagine*!, 
was time and again tested during that 
trying m a rc h iii the summer of 1900. 
Their agility was at all times In evi­ 
dence, but perhaps never more so than 
during the storming of Tientsin, 
yulet, orderly, polite, earnest—such 
re some more of the qualities of these 
ame tiny warriors who never fail to 
ulute the officer* of every nation, en­ 
ure without murmur all that military 
life entails, accept thankfully their sti­ 
pend of $1.50 a month and can live and 
thrive on a diet iii which rice is til** 
prevailing staple, and little enough of 
that. 
Yet the Japanese soldier does 
not retrograde into a mere fighting ma­ 
chine. 
He knows how' to think, he 
knows lioAv to aet as occasion demands. 
In the individual, as iii tilt* race, is 
found that faculty which Avurks so 
largely for the greatness of a nation— 
the faculty of mental initiative. 
The Russian Army. 
And noAv for a glance at the other 
side of the picture. 
It w’ould be futile 
to contend that the Russian army is 
not one of the most powerful war en­ 
gines the world has ever seen. Equally 
absurd would It be to hesitate to ad­ 
mit that the Russian soldier, from the 
old world hypertechnlcal standpoint, W 
not one of the best that military science 
Is capable of producing. 
Russia has the greatest army on 
earth. 
It consists of over 1,000,000 
men in times of peace, which may eas­ 
ily be Increased to 4,000,000 In the 
event of war. 
The magnitude of tbe^ 
czar’s military establishment may bt* 
realised if one considers the fact that 
the Russian army eA'en on a peace foot­ 
ing contains more officers alone than 
the American army has of both officers 
and men. 
On a pejce footing, as at present 
constituted, the armies of the czar are 
made up of about 02 per cent infantry 
12 per cent cavalry, 14 per cent artil­ 
lery, 3 per cent engineers, 3 per cent 
commissariat and departmental troops 
and 0 per cent Cossacks. 
These pro­ 
portions give but little idea, however, 
of the relative Importance of the va­ 
rious arms of the Bendee. While by no 
means the largest numerically, the 
most conspicuous and effective iwrtion 
of the army Is the cavalry, together 
with 
the 
kindred 
'hough 
Irregular 
body of troops known as the Cossacks. 
In fact, Russia places chief reliance 
on her war horses. Of these there are 
4,000,000 In the empire that have had 
actual training In the army and that 
can be requisitioned In case of enter 
gency for cavalry duty. 
A Mighty War Engine.

And the horsemen! 
They have no 
equal In the world, these Avild riders 
of Russia. It is probably due to the 
great plains and the vast distances to 
be traversed that the Muscovites are 
veritably reared In the saddle.

and who have such mastery over him.

The R ussian is gregarious in a m ark ­ 
ed degree. 
T he com m unal life has ex ­ 
isted in his villages from tim e im m e­ 
m orial. 
T his sort of rough, elem ental 
altruism is carried into the arm y aud is 
In fact its distin ctiv e spirit. 
It m arks 
the M uscovite soldier us peculiar. 
It 
gives him a certain stolid bravery 
w hich w as recognized in the fam ous 
rem ark of N apoleon th a t “it is not 
enough to kill u R ussian soldier; you 
m ust also push him over.” 
T his h ab it of personal effacem ent, of 
blind obedience, of alm ost slavishness. 
is show n now here m ore plainly th an in 
th e m anner of th e p riv ate soldier in a d ­ 
dressing an officer. 
H e stan d s rigidly 
a t “atten tio n ” w ith his hand a t his cai* 
throughout the en tire conversation. H e 
never presum es to answ er a question 
w ith a d irect “yes” or “no,” b u t Avith a 
qualified “q uite so” or “not exactly so. 
Ile invariably uses the title of “your 
excellency” o r “y o u r illustriousness” or 
“your nobility” or even “your high no­ 
bility.” 
Russia, the Undefeated. 
The diet of tile M uscovite w hen in 
the field is sim plicity itself. 
I t is 
largely vegetarian. 
C abbage soup, po­

th e youthful M u tsu h ito begun to exer 
cise his titu la r prerogatives in a w ay 
th a t w as co n trary to all Japanese tra 
ditiona. F o r th is change tw o m en, w ho 
have since been prom inently identified 
•w ith Jap an ese politics, w ere largely re 
sponsible, these tw o being th e M arquis 
H irobum i Ito an d C ount lnouye, the 
form er’s lifelong frien d and political 
coadjutor. Chiefly as a resu lt of th eir 
efforts th e policy of cu ltiv atin g the fo r­ 
eigner sp ran g in to being, au d it w as 
also in no sm all m easure ow ing to them 
th a t th e m ikado announced his laten 
tion of providing th e country w ith an 
up to d a te w estern p arliam en t. T hen it 
w as th a t the daim ios surprised them 
selves an d the w orld by tak in g a step 
w hich Insured th e solidarity of th e em ­ 
pire and its fu tu re high position am ong 
th e n ations o f th e w orld.

A Factor In the Far East. 
In tills aet can be discerned w hat has 
since boon w idely recognized as one 
o f the m ost distin g u ish in g tra its of this 
m ost rem ark ab le people-—th e readiness 
to yield life itself if by th e d eath of 
th e individual good w ill accrue to the 
com m onw ealth. R ut self sacrifice alone 
cannot account for tho progress Ja p a n 
has m ade, nor, for th a t m atter, can 
th e faculty fo r im itatio n w hich the 
Jap an ese possess to so g reat a degree. 
T heir ad ap tab ility to w estern civiliza 
tion, th e ir w illingness to accept th e 
novel in the place of the custom ary, 
th eir am enability to discipline, all of 
w hich have becom e proverbial In sp eak ­ 
in g of Ja p a n in a w ord, th eir liberal­ 
ity is d u e to th eir lu n a te quickness in 
th e direction of m ental initiative. 
It w as the C hino-Japanese w a r of 
1804-05 th a t first aroused th e civilized 
w orld to a lively in terest in th e doings 
o f the L and of th e R ising Sun. N early 
every hotly predicted w hen th e w a r be­ 
gan th a t the aggressive little b an tam 
w ould speedily tie crushed by the sheer 
w eight of the unw ieldy old rooster, b u t 
few took Into account the fact th a t a 
nation th a t h as ju st com e into its ow n 
is m uch more likely to be able to take 
care of itself th an a re a people decay­ 
ing under the obsolete rule of an effete 
dy nasty. 
N ot only are the Jap an ese soldiers 
brave an d well disciplined, b u t they 
are also blessed w ith g reat agility and 
a p h y s io l stren g th th a t one would not 
expect ic such m ites of hum anity 


T heir stren g th , a s may be im agined, 
w as tim e and again tested during th a t 
try in g inarch iii the sum m er of 1900. 
T heir agility w as a t nil tim es in evi­ 
dence, but perhaps never m ore so than 
d u rin g the storm ing of Tientsin. 
AJuiet. orderly, polite, earnest such 
are som e m ore of the qualities of these 
sam e tiny w arrio rs w ho never fail to 
salute the officers of every nation, en 
dure w ithout m u rm u r all that m ilitary 
life entails, accept th ankfully th eir sti­ 
pend of $1.50 a m onth and can live and 
thrive on a diet in w hich rice is iii** 
prevailing staple, and little enough of 
th at. 
Yet the Jap an ese soldier does 
not retro g rad e Into a m ere fighting m a­ 
chine. 
H e know s how to think, he 
know s bow to aet as occasion dem ands. 
in the individual, as iii the race, Is 
found th a t faculty w hich w orks

largely for the greatness of a nation — 
the faculty of m ental initiative. 
The Russian Army. 
And now for a glance a t the other 
side of th e picture. 
It w ould be futile 
to contend th a t th e R ussian arm y is 
not one of the m ost pow erful w a r en 
glues the w orld has overseen. 
E qually 
absurd w ould it be to hesitate to a d ­ 
m it th a t th e R ussian soldier, from the 
old world h y p ertechnical standpoint, is 
not one of the best th a t m ilitary s c ie n c e 
Is capable o f producing. 
R ussia h as the g reatest arm y on 
earth . 
It consists of over 1,000,000 
men in tim es of peace, w hich m ay eas­ 
ily be increased to 4,000,000 in the 
event of w ar. 
T he m agnitude of th e !1 
czar’s m ilitary establishm ent m ay be 
realized lf one considers the fact th at 
the R ussian arm y even on a peace foot­ 
ing contains m ore officers alone th an 
the A m erican arm y has of both officers 
and men. 
On a peace footing, as a t present 
constituted, the arm ies of th e czar are 
m ade up of about 02 per cent in fan try , 
12 p er cent cavalry, 14 per cent a rtil­ 
lery, 3 p er cent engineers, 3 per cent 
com m issariat and departm ental troops 
aud 0 per cent Cossacks. 
These pro­ 
portions give b u t little idea, how ever, 
of th e relativ e Im portance of Hie v a ­ 
rious arm s of the service. 
W hile by no 
m eans the 
larg est num erically, 
the 
m ost conspicuous and effective jiortlon 
of th e arm y is th e cavalry, together 
w ith 
th e 
kindred 
’.bough 
irreg u lar 
body of troops know n as the Cossacks. 
In fact, R ussia places chief reliance 
on h er w a r horses. 
O f these th ere are 
4,000,000 In th e em pire th a t have had 
actual tra in in g in th e arm y and th at 
can be requisitioned in case of em er­ 
gency for cav alry duty. 
A Mighty W ar Engine. 
• 
A nd the horsem en! 
They have no 
equal in th e w orld, these wild riders 
of R ussia. 
It is probably due to the 
g re at plains nnd th e v ast distances to 
be trav erse d th a t the M uscovites are 
v eritably reared In the saddle. 
C er­ 
tain ly th ere are no other people w ho so 
love the horse, w ho so cultivate bim 
and w ho have such m astery over him. 
As a result the Slavic em pire has al­ 
m ost h alf o f the horses o f the w orld. 
As an o th er resu lt the m en ride like 
cowboys.

W ith all its divergent elem ents, it is 
still the most com pletely knit together 
of any em pire now in existence.

It is drilled into the citizen th at he ex 
ists only for the czar. 
Muscovite Peculiarities. 
The R ussian is gregarious in a m ark­ 
ed degree. 
The com m unal life has ex ­ 
isted in his villages from tim e im me 
m ortal. 
Tills sort of rough, elem ental 
altruism Is carried into the arm y and is 
in fact its distinctive spirit. 
It m arks 
the M uscovite soldier as peculiar. 
It 
gives 
him a certain 
s t o l i d 
I ira very 
which w as recognized in the fam ous 
rem ark of Napoleon th a t 
“ it 
is* hot 
enough to kill a R ussian soldier; you 
m ust also push him over.” 
TH is habit of personal effacem ent, of 
blind obedience, of alm ost slavishness. 
Is show n now here m ore plainly than In 
th e m anner of the p riv ate soldier in a d ­ 
dressing an officer. 
H e sta n d s rigidly 
a t “attention" w ith his h an d a t his cap 
throughout the entire conversation. H e 
never presum es to an sw er a question 
w ith a direct “yes” or "no,” b u t w ith a 
qualified “quite so" or "not exactly so.” 
Ile invariably uses the title of “your 
excellency” or “your illustriousness” or 
"your nobility” or even “your high no­ 
bility.” 
Russia, the U ndefeated. 
The diet of th e M uscovite w hen In 
the field is sim plicity itself. 
It is 
largely vegetarian. 
C abbage soup, po­ 
tatoes, peas, beans, m acaroni aud v ari­ 
ous kinds of porridges are the staple 
foods. These, w ith the black rye bread 
and occasionally a sm all am ount of 
m eat, m ake up the arm y fare. 
Yet, 
like the Rom an soldier, w ho also lived 
on a vegetable diet, these m en eau en­ 
dure hardships such a s th e ordinary 
civilian can scarcely conceive. 
The 
“ m oving kitchen” is one featu re of the 
R ussian rum p th a t is unique an d th at 
is being copied by o th er E uropean a r­ 
mies. 
It is w h at its nam e im plies, a 
veritab le kitchen on w heels th a t ac­ 
com panies the arm y on all its m arches, 
a s indispensable a s4 ts cam p equipages, 
its artillery and its am m unition—In 
fact, it supplies the am m unition for the 
hum an w ar m achines, furn ish in g dy­ 
nam ic force th a t w hen released In tim e 
of battle is hurled ag a iu st the enemy 
w ith terrific effect. 
R ussia has never been defeated, if 
th e rath er inconclusive C rim ean w ar be 
excepted. Steadily, resistless^’, she has 
spread her dominion over Finland, over 
Roland, over T urkey, over M anchuria. 
Even the m atchless genius of a Napo­ 
leon w as unequal to th e task of pene­ 
tratin g this hum an m ass. 
No nation of 
either ancient or m odern tim es has ever 
been so unified, so organic. 
In the m atter of navies there is little 
to choose betw een R ussia and Japan. 
Russia has more shills, but m any of 
them are locked up iii the B lack sea, 
and m any more of them d are not leave 
th e Baltic.
